will  ilo  ne.\t  is  ••  what  no  teller  can  find  out.”  W e will  wait  and  .m-c. 

Ill  thc.se  days  of  investigation,  an  inquiry  into  the  past  operations  of 
the  Mint  at  Philadelphia,  or  rather  into  the  past  conduct  of  some  of  its 
ollicials,  would,  if  properly  conducted,  be  fruitful  in  results;  an'd  if 
pro])er]y  reported,  would  furnish  what  Horace  (Jreelev  used  to  call 
‘•mighty  interesting  reading.” 

As  Government  is  fond  of  illustrating  its  reports,  as  a fronti.spiece,  is 
suggested  a view  of  a son  of  a late  ollicial  of  the  Mint,  as  he  apiiea’red 
at  the  store  of  the  writer,  when  on  a peddling  expedition  from  Philadel- 
phia to  Boston,  he  drew  from  his  pocket  rolls  of  “ God  our  'IVust”  pat- 
terns, and  iirged  their  purchase  at  wholesale,  after  sundr}-  sets  had  been 
disjiosed  of  at  one  hundred  dollars  each  to  collectors  of  rare  coins,  with 
the  as.surance  that  only  a t’en/ /ewi  had  been  struck,  and  that  the  dies 
were  destroyed.
